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TERMINATION OF INTERIM USER AGREEMENT

THIS TERMINATION OF THE INTERIM USER AGREEMENT, made the
30th day of October, 1994 by and between General Electric Company, a New York
corporation acting through its Transportation Systems Business Operation ("GE"),
and The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company, a Delaware corporation
("Railroad").

WHEREAS, GE and Railroad are parties to an Interim User Agreement dated
as of April 11, 1994 (the "Lease"), which Lease was duly filed for recordation with the
Interstate Commerce Commission (the "ICC") pursuant to 49 U.S.C. Section 11303,
on August 31, 1994, at 1:55 p.m. and given Recordation Number 18958; and

WHEREAS, GE and Railroad desire to terminate and cancel the Lease in its
entirety;

NOW THEREFORE, in consideration of the promises and other good and
valuable consideration, the receipt of which is acknowledged, Railroad and GE,
intending to be legally bound, agree as follows:

1. Railroad and GE hereby terminate and cancel the Lease in its entirety,
effective October 31, 1994.

2. The parties agree to record this Termination of Interim User Agreement
with the ICC so as to release GE's lien against all of the locomotives covered thereby.

3. This Termination of Interim User Agreement may be executed in one or
more counterparts, each of which counterparts when so executed shall be deemed to
be an original, but all of which counterparts, taken together, shall constitute but one
and the same instrument.
